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ANNUAL  REPORT  1969 


To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors 
of  the  Borough  of  Loughborough. 

Your  Worship,  Mrs.  Menday  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  herewith  my  33rd  Annual  Report 
on  the  Health  of  your  Borough. 

The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  the  age  of  one  year  was 
10,  giving  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  14.0  compared  with  14.73  in 
1968.  The  average  for  the  five  years  up  to  and  including  1969  was  the 
same  as  the  average  for  the  five  years  up  to  and  including  1968.  The 
provisional  figure  for  England  and  Wales  was  18.  Of  the  10  deaths 
mentioned  above,  6  were  due  to  causes  operating  before  birth;  of  the 
others  one  was  due  to  misadventure,  two  to  respiratory  infection  and 
one  to  peri-natal  asphyxia. 

478  cases  of  measles  were  notified  compared  with  28  in  the 
previous  year.  Since  mid-1968  an  anti-measles  vaccine  has  been 
available,  and  the  Ministry  of  Health  has  advocated  its  use  for 
children  in  the  earlier  years  of  life.  If  parents  avail  themselves 
of  this  opportunity,  an  immune  population  should  gradually  be  built  up 
and  epidemics  of  the  disease  should  be  a  thing  of  the  past,  as  has 
been  the  case  with  smallpox,  diphtheria,  poliomyelitis  and  whooping 
cough.  Vaccination  against  these  latter  diseases  has  become  generally 
accepted  by  parents ,  and  it  is  hoped  that  measles  vaccination  will  take 
its  place  along  with  them.  It  must  be  emphasised,  however,  that 
freedom  from  the  diseases  mentioned  is  the  result  of  the  maintenance 
of  an  immune  population  by  protecting  the  new  members ,  and  it  would 
be  a  tragedy  if,  because  these  diseases  are  scarcely  known  to  the 
great  bulk  of  parents,  they  should  come  to  regard  this  protection  as 
no  longer  necessary. 

18  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified  during  the  year.  This 
is  more  than  the  figure  for  some  years,  but  does  not  approach  that  of 
1940  when  259  cases  were  notified.  Since  the  advent  of  the  anti¬ 
biotic  drugs'  the  disease  is  readily  treated  and  gives  rise  to  no 
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anxiety  from  the  epidemiological  standpoint. 

One  case  of  typhoid  fever  occurred.  This  was  almost 
certainly  contracted  by  the  patient  on  a  visit  to  the  Middle 
East,  but  all  contacts  needed  to  be  traced  and  investigated  (with 
negative  results) .  Other  notifiable  diseases  have  been 
represented  by  a  few  sporadic  cases. 

While  heart  disease  and  malignant  disease  in  that  order  were 
the  two  major  causes  of  death,  cerebrovascular  disease  was  relegated 
into  fourth  place  by  respiratory  disease.  Of  the  total  of  494  deaths, 
371  were  in  persons  over  65  years  of  age,  and  two- thirds  of  these 
were  over  75  years  of  age. 

1969  saw  the  coming  into  operation  of  the  new  Housing  Act, 
which  widens  and  reinforces  the  powers  of  local  authorities  to 
require  the  maintenance  and  improvement  of  the  existing  stock  of 
houses.  A  more  generous  and  more  flexible  system  of  grant  aid  is 
laid  down  to  assist  and  encourage  owners  to  make  the  best  of  their 
property. 

As  will  be  seen  from  the  body  of  the  Report,  the  work  of  the 
various  sections  has  continued  steadily  during  the  year.  Much  of 
this,  though  unspectacular,  is  essential  for  the  maintenance  of 
good  health  standards  and  the  comfort  of  the  inhabitants. 

In  conclusion,  I  should  like  to  thank  the  Health  and  Housing 
Committee  for  their  support  during  the  year.  I  am  indebted  to 
Mr.  Healey,  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  for  much  of  the  work  of 
compiling  this  report,  and  to  all  the  members  of  the  staff  of  the 
Health  Department  for  their  willing  co-operation  during  the  year.

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE 


The  clinic  provides  regular  ante-natal  supervision  of  expectant 
mothers  complementary  to  that  given  by  the  general  practitioners, 
with  whom  close  liaison  is  maintained.  It  enables  the  midwives, 
who  in  most  cases  will  actually  conduct  the  delivery,  to  examine 
their  patients  under  more  convenient  conditions  than  are  usually 
afforded  in  a  private  house,  and  the  mothers  also  receive  talks 
on  all  matters  relating  to  pregnancy  and  the  lying-in  period. 

These,  together  with  the  relaxation  classes  started  in  1957,  have 
proved  a  great  success  and  are  very  well  attended.  They  give  the 
mothers,  especially  those  to  whom  childbirth  is  a  new  experience,  a 
greater  confidence  and  help  to  allay  many  of  the  fears  which  formerly 
surrounded  the  birth  of  a  baby.

Day  Nursery 

Day  Nursery  facilities  are  provided  by  the  County  Council 
primarily  for  cases  where  circumstances  are  such  that  nursery  1  •  - 
accommodation  is  necessary  on  welfare  grounds,  e.g.  for  children 
having  only  one  parent,  for  cases  of  temporary  illness  in  the  home, 
or  where  the  child1 s  home  environment  is  unsatisfactory. 

The  Southfield  Park  Day  Nursery  accommodates  50  children, 
approximately  15  under  1-^  years  and  35  between  1^  and  5  years. 

Any  surplus  accommodation  after  satisfying  the  requirements  of 
’welfare1  cases  is  allocated  to  the  children  of  households  where 
both  parents  are  at  work. 

A  start  has  been  made  on  the  building  of  a  new  and  up-to-date 
nursery  in  Hastings  Street  to  replace  the  present  building. 

Unmarried  Mothers  and  their  Children 

The  Leicester  Diocesan  Council  for  Social  Work  and  the  Health 
Visitors  provide  advice  and  assistance  to  mothers  in  connection 
with  arrangements  for  confinements  and,  when  desired,  adoption  of 
the  babies. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT  1948 


Section  47  -  Removal  to  suitable  premises  of  persons  in  need  of 

care  and  attention. 

Under  this  section  the  Council  is  empowered  to  apply  to  a 
Court  of  Summary  Jurisdiction  for  an  order  for  the  removal  to  a 
suitable  place  of  a  person  who  is  suffering  from  grave  chronic 
disease,  or  being  aged,  infirm  or  physically  incapacitated,  is 
living  in  insanitary  conditions  and  is  not  receiving  proper  care 
and  attention.  A  certificate  that  such  action  is  necessary  must 
be  issued  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Investigations  were  made  into  a  few  cases  during  the  year, 
but  in  no  case  was  formal  action  considered  to  be  necessary.

All  but  a- few  outlying  properties  are  connected  to  the  main 
drainage  system,  new  extensions  having  been  laid  in  private  estate 
developments.

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  water  supply  in  the  borough  has  been  both  satisfactory  in 
quality  and  quantity  during  the  year.  The  sources  of  supply  of  the 
treated  water  are  subject  to  regular  sampling  and  all  results  have 
been  satisfactory.  49  samples  of  raw  water  and  71  of  the  treated 
water  were  found  satisfactory  on  bacteriological  examination.  13 
samples  examined  chemically  also  proved  satisfactory.

The  general  requirements  of  the  Act  are  directed  to  making 
provision  for  the  safety,  health  and  welfare  of  people  employed 
in  these  premises,  with  the  exception  that  premises  where  only 
self-employed  persons  work  and  certain  close  relatives  of  the 
employer  are  excluded  from  the  provisions  of  the  Act.

HOUSES  IN  MULTIPLE  OCCUPATION 


During  the  year  under  review,  routine  visits  have  been 
carried  out  to  known  houses  in  multiple  occupation,  and,  in  general, 
the  houses  are  kept  to  a  reasonable  standard. 

In  view  of  impending  legislation  in  the  form  of  the  Housing  Act 
1969,  with  its  new  definitions,  registration  schemes  and  improvement 
provisions,  no  survey  was  carried  out.  It  is  felt  that  some  over¬ 
crowding  is  taking  place  but  this  is  difficult  to  pinpoint. 

One  of  the  provisions  of  the  new  Act,  which  requires  a  Local 
Authority  to  conduct  surveys  of  its  area  or  parts  of  its  area  to 
estimate  the  housing  conditions  therein,  will  no  doubt  lead  to  the 
acquiring  of  information  on  Houses  in  Multiple  Occupation  amongst 
other  things  in  the  course  of  the  conduct  of  the  survey.  Additional 
staffing  will  facilitate  the  conduct  of  such  surveys  and  help  to 
provide  a  picture  of  the  housing  pattern  generally  in  the  borough. 

It  is  hoped  that  an  increase  in  the  number  of  housing  units 
will  be  available  to  deal  with  any  problems  which  may  arise  from 
overcrowding,  etc.,  and  reduce  the  need  for  houses  in  multiple 
occupation  in  the  town.
